3,700,000 Thys Gormany has deeided to 
raise xt once her naval expenditure from 
3,400,0001.' to 9,650,0001. per aunum. The 
French aro even muro ambitious, for in 
soven years they propose to spend on now 
ships yet to be laid down 19 million sterling, 
and on the completion of ships uow in 
course of construction 9,400,000, together 
284 millions on new ships ; while barhouts, 
submarine cables, and other immobile works 
bring tho total to over 36 millions. When 
this is added to the oxpenditure on other 
paval services, wo have an annual ex- 
penditure of nearly 13 millions year, The 
new ships to be Inid down include 
aix battleships, five armoured cruisers, 
YR torpedo destroyers (cuntre-forpdlerra), 
112 torpede-boata, and 26 submarine 
submersible boats. Russia has not 
yet embarked on a corresponding yro- 
gramme—nhot avowedly : but apart alto- 
gether from British movoments, she 
cannot be quiescent, Her ordinary estimate 
for this year is nearly 11 million sterling. 
Britain spends now 27 millions on her Navy, 
against Franco's proposal of 15 millions and 
Germany’s 9,630,0001 , and thus we havo 
for four nations 61 million sterling. If wo 
include the expenditure on armios of the 
four countries, we have for Russin 44} 
million aterling, for Britain 4 million, for 
Germany 41 million, 4nd Frances 42 millions, 
in all 172 million sterling for the four 
Baie - This, adda Engineering, takes nu 
eed of possihle—almost inovitable—in- 
creases in Britain. :

Our friends are 
perfectly safo so long os wo have 
the sympathy of foreign countries, and this 
arrest of Mr Kin should be taken asa 
warning for all of us to remain, for the pre- 
sent, under the powerful and porfectly just 
protection of Great Britain, instead of going 
about under the illuaion that we sre un- 
known to the people we happen to -be 
amongst, unless, of course, the Causa da. 
mands it even to the sacrificing of our lives, 

On the other hand, the Viceroy Li Hung- 
chang’s deputy here, the noturious Liu 
Hsio-hsuv, has not been idle, but seams to 
be working hard and energetically to got a 
hold upon the person of our friend, ‘by 
hook or by crook,’ so he has been heard to 
declare ; for we nlso have men watching 
every move and scheme of his. We havo 
received a communication also to the effect 
that, even if Mr Kin should be released 
after his trial, au attempt is to be mnnde 
either un his Life or the capture of his por- 
son; but to be forewarned is to bo fore- 


armed, There are also numerous rumours 
aflont here, in Canton as well a8 
at Hongkong, regarding the intended’ 
movements of Liu Hsid-hsiin ond his 
myrmidunsfartheobtaining of Mr Kin’s per- 
son, which, owing tothe well-knowncharactor 
uf Liu, find more or lesa credence ainongst 
the people of the three cities. It is now 
also known that Liu’s reward for success 
will be tho return in tofo of his large pro- 
perty in Canton, valued at a million and 
hulf tacls, which was confiscated by ex: 
Vieoroy T’an Chung-lin, about threo years 
age, when Liu himself was lying ander o 
similar ban to that of his intended victim, 
ciz: suumnary decapitation when arrested. 
Liu is, moreovor, further promised another 
chaney of manipulating thu Weising Lottery 
upon which, it will be remembered, he had 
so fattened himself that the people of 
Canton could bear it no longer and a hue 
and cry was raised which led to the issu. 
ing of an Imperial decree commanding 
his instant execution without furthor trial. 
Liu, however, had his friends also, and eo 
escaped fitst to Macao. This place being 
too hot for him and being in momentary 
danger of boing kidnapped to Canton by

NOTES FROM SHANTUNG.. 3 
* (From Oucr Oven’ Correspondent.) 
The Capital of Shantung.is Ohi-Non-Fu, 
situated at the bise of a ratige of mwun- 
tains running cast and west through the 
central and eastem ‘part of the Provinces. 
It is surrounded witha very substantial 
wall built of “stone, and the extensive 
western, southern, and vastern suburbs 
aro also enclosed by a similar one, which 
ig porhaps fifteen li in cirouit, extending 
from-the north-east corner of the city wall 
in a highly irrogular sweep to the north- 
wert corner, The space cuclosed by the 
city wall is as full of buildings ns the no- 
turg of the ground admits, yet u large frac- 
tiou of the whole is accupied by x lake 
which adjeins o part of the northorn wall, 
being fillyd with rushes (Arunde Indica) n 
tho summor timo, giving it addi- 
tional attractiveness, whilo augmunting 
ils value as mero property. Tho 
output of reeds, much used for mats, and 
for fish is ssid to be greater in value than 
would be possible from: the sume aren of 
the best soil. Tho abundant water supply 
of Chi-nun-fu comes from a great nmnber 
of aprings on tho south of the city, now 
surrounded by thosuburb wall. ‘Tho most 
noted of these is tha Pao To Ch’aan, which 
occupies a large space at the south-western 


angle of tha city, and which ia the gcone of | 


SB great and protracted fir every spring. 
Tho waters areabundant, and, whut is more, 
are clear and apparently ns pure ns any- 
thing Chinese can bo expected to be. They 
fill the city moata, and percolate in pretty 
streams through many of tho thoroughfares, 
whore their eryata) purity docs not escape 
uncontaminated, ‘ho inevitable result of 
having such an extensive water supply on 
tho upper side of the city is that the 
ground is overywhere saturated with muis- 
ture, and water cun be got in many places 
by digging a few inches, and often rans in- 
to the opening loft by the removal of a 
single brick from the payoment. Tn such 
a climate malaria is unavaidable under 
thego conditions, the rocorda of dispensary 
practice in the city sometimes showing a 
Jorge percentage of this single inalady, 
while at other ‘times there docs nat Appear 
to ba any special prevalence of it. 

Thore are égnid to. be two and seventy 
Streams which contribute their moisture to 
the suturation of this narrow but densely 
populated tract of enxth, the total number of 
huniah boings inhabiting which is variously 
estimated at from two buadred and fifty 
thousand to half ntmillion, the more rea- 
sonable estimate being perhaps about three 
hundred thousand, The lake within tho 
walls has numerous islunds upon which are 
erected temples in yroat numbers, which 
aro favorite places of resort by boats in the

Y¥no was promoted to the Governorship of 
Kuangsi, an office which. ho did not take 
up, having been detailed for duty in Pek- 
ing, and later as Director of the Yellow 
River, in connection with ‘his duties as 
Governor of Shantung. Ho wag bluff in 
manner, and straightforward in speech and 
act to a degree rare among Chinese offi- 
cials, .. He was universally believed to 
be incorruptibly honust, the talent for 
which is generally supposed to be a 
lost ‘art in China, yet he died owing 
the enormous sum of overone million taels, 
which it was reported that the, Chinese Go- 
vernment assumod under somewhat of a 
protest.. At all events these matters did 
not prevent his becoming adivinity in the 
Chinoso Pautheon, and he is now included 
in the Tomplo-of Worthios, and the struc- 
ture erected in his memory on the edge of 
the Chi-Nan-Fu lako (Ta Ming Fu) is gnid 
to have cost twenty: thousand taels, being 
provided with a theatre, and other devices 
to make it a favorite resort of the rich and 
official classes. Momorial temples bave 
ajso buen orected to Chang Yao in. other 
-places, and according to the ordinary pro- 
cess of evolution .of Chinese divinities, a 
thousand years from now;: this anan of 
humble origin may be at the boad of tho 
Chinese gods, ‘ Adjuvant-of Heaven,’ and 
with Virtus Equal to tho.
